ern times, by John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
who a year ago last fall published thc 
recommendations of two experts he 
hnd hired to make a survey of the 
liquor problem all over America.

as follows: 


It is thc purpose of this chapter 


to present a concrete plan for a 
state liquor monopoly applicable 
to American conditions. . . By a 
state liquor monopoly we mean, in 
its simplest terms, a system by 
which the stale government takes 
over, as a public monopoly, thc re- 
tail sale, through its own stores, 
of thc heavier alcoholic beverages 
for off-prcmiso consumption . . . 
Such a system makes it possible 
adequately to meet an UNSTIM- 
ULATED DEMAND.

Mr. Grceson has been appointed by 


the State Planning Board to make an 
inventory of needed and useful work 
projects in southwest Arkansas. 


He called upon city and FERA of- 


ficials of Mope lo co-operate with him 
in making a survey here lo determine 
the most needed public projects which 
will provide opportunities for re-em- 
ployment. 


Similar surveys are being made over 


the United Stiit.es. Thc.se surveys will 
be used as a basis by the federal gov- 
ernment in launching a giant public 
works program to furnish re-employ- 
ment. 


The conference here was held in the 


office of R. B. Stanford, district works 
supervisor of the FERA. No projects 
were discussed, as the meeting was 
merely calcic! to outline the purpose 
of the Stale Planning Board which 
works in conjunction with the federal 
government. 


Mr. Stanford snid thai proposed pro-
